Mr. Killebrew was born in 
Bluffton, Clay County, Ga. As 
many of the early settlers did, 
he came to Alabama with the 
determination to succeed for 
himself and for his family. 

In 1872, M. N. Killebrew and 
son, T. J., opened a small grist 
mill at this old historic spot. The 
power for the old water wheel 
was secured from a pond which 
they built on a small creek. After 
operating the grist mill for a 
short while they decided to ex-, 
pand their business by “carding 
wool rolls”, used in those days 
for knitting. In a very short time 
they began spinning the wool 
into cloth. They had to buy their 
first “warps” but later they be- 
gan making them too. Then 
they decided their cloth would 
sell much better if it was dyed, 
so they added this process to 
their growing business. 

In a few years they were man- 
ufacturing pants which every 
older man in this country can 
remember, because they were 
the most popular brand of pants 
in this section. They were called 
“Killebrew Jeans”,
